BOOKLOVERS remain on tenter- 
hooks as the future of Banbury’s 
‘Phone Box Library’ still hangs in 
the balance. 

Last summer a Banbury resident built 
shelves and placed books in the classic 
red Gilbert Scott phone box outside St 
John’s Church, South Bar Street. 

But after BT last week said it wanted 
to halt the practice due to health and 
safety concerns, a campaign to save the 
phone box library resulted in the com- 
munications firm agreeing it could be 
“adopted” by the town council for £1 in- 
stead. But the kiosk, it said, could either 
retain a working phone or be used as a 
library — but not both. 

Local firm Hawkins Steel volunteered 
to build new shelving.

Council says it will adopt phone box to save book exchange

the council was at loggerheads with BT 
over whether the phone could remain 
operational if the library was allowed 
to go ahead. Last year, 1,093 calls were 
made from the box, the last functioning 
one of its kind in town. 

Banbury Town Council chairman Ki- 
eran Mallon said: “We have made an 
offer to adopt it only if it remains fully 
functioning.” 

He added that the founder of the box 
supported the council in its assertion, 
but BT was “adamant” that dual pur- 
pose would not be possible. 

The saga began last Tuesday when a 
notice appeared in the box from BT. 

Citing health and safety concerns, it 
had originally demanded the removal 
of books, shelving and associated signs. 

The announcement stunned library 
users and the wider community. 

Sir Tony Baldry MP also waded in, 
saying: “I am somewhat at a loss to un- 
derstand how a few books in a telephone 
booth can be a health and safety issue.” 

Faced with a snowballing online cam- 
paign, BT then issued a statement on 
Thursday defending its position. 

Alongside such choice literary puns 
as “we shouldn’t read too much into 
this”, it said that a complaint over wob- 
bly shelving could not be ignored. 

After Banbury Town Council con- 
firmed that it was prepared to adopt the 
box, Tim Tarby-Donald, who runs the 
Visit Banbury website, said: “It’s fan- 
tastic that the library will be there, and 
a lovely positive thing that the people of 
Banbury have achieved.” 

More than 2,400 boxes have been 
adopted nationwide and house projects 
such as defibrillators and an ale house. 

The #SaveOurPhoneBoxLibrary Twit- 
ter campaign gained national coverage. 

Residents continue to hope a compro- 
mise can be reached.

A MAN in his 70s was airlifted 
to Oxford’s John Radcliffe 
Hospital after a light aircraft 
crash in Shotteswell, near 
Banbury.

An ambulance and rapid 
response vehicle from West 
Midlands Ambulance Service 
also arrived at 12:10pm. 

A West Midlands Ambulance

“One man believed to be in his 
70s was treated for a suspected 
fractured leg. He was fully 
immobilised and given pain 
relief at the scene before being 
airlifted to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Oxford for further 
assessment and treatment.”

‘Allegations may be lies’ 


Defence in abuse trial says 


girls may enjoy attention

A BARRISTER has suggested 
girls who made sexual abuse 
allegations against seven 
young men from Banbury 
might have done it for 
attention. 

On Monday, a jury sitting at 
Oxford Crown Court heard 
a closing speech from Clare 
Dowse, who is defending 
21-year-old Takudzwa Hova, 


from Broughton Road, 
Banbury. 


Hova is on trial for allegedly 


sexually exploiting eight 


teenage girls as part of a group 


called “BB or B2” between 
2011 and 2013. 


Prosecution barrister, Stuart 


Trimmer QC, said the gang 
of men had subjected their 
victims to a cycle of abuse, 


culminating in some cases in 


rape. 
The defendants are 
Ahmed Hassan-Sule, 20, of 
Glyndebourne Gardens; 
Said Saleh, 20, of Orchard 
Way; Mohamed Saleh, 21, 
of Orchard Way; Hova, of 


Broughton Road; Kagiso 
Manase, 26, of Warwick Road; 
Alexandru Nae, 19, of Broome 
Way; and a 17-year-old who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

They deny a total of 26 
charges. 

These include 19 counts of 
sexual activity with a child, 
two counts of causing or 
inciting a child to engage in 


sexual activity, three counts of 


rape and two counts of sexual 
assault. 

On Monday Miss Dowse told 
the jury: “My client says he 
never had sex with any of 
those girls. 


“He claims that such 
incidents that they have 
described simply did not 
happen. 

“How frankly easy it is for 
allegations like that to be 
made with absolutely nothing 
to corroborate them at all. 

“Some people don’t need a 
motive to make something up. 

“They don’t need a motive to 
lie. 

“You may think that girls 
with the sort of chaotic lives 
you have heard about in this 
case might be enjoying all 
the attention from police and 
social services.” 

The trial continues.

Reviewing abuse 


OXON: A SERIOUS case review into 
child sexual exploitation in the county 
will be published on Tuesday. 

The independent investigation into 
Operation Bullfinch was ordered by the 
Oxfordshire Safeguarding Children 
Board in 2013 and has been delayed 
several times. 

Six girls aged between 11 and 15 were 
found to have been groomed, abused and 
raped by a gang of seven men in Oxford 
from 2004 to 2011. 

In May 2013 the abusers were jailed for 
a total of 95 years. 

The review was an attempt to discover 
why the abuse was not stopped earlier, 
when officials were told of it in 2006.

RESTRUCTURING Banbury 
Market could be the secret to the 
“dwindling” attraction’s surviv- 
al, it is hoped. 

Moving three traders’ stalls will 
mean the nearby car park can now 
stay open on trading days, which may 
boost local businesses as well as the 
market itself. 

The bi-weekly market is set to be 
shifted to Cornhill, at the top end of 
Market Place, next month. 

This will lead to a more compact 
set-up, which is it hoped will improve 
atmosphere and footfall. 

Councillor Tony Ilott said that in 
consultations with 50 businesses in 
and around the area, about 68 per 
cent had agreed that the car park be- 
ing open on Saturday would be better 
for trade. 

He said: “It had started to look very 
straggly, with big gaps between the 
stalls. 

“Banbury Town councillors of both 
political persuasions were united in 
favour. We can revert to the old look 
if need be.” 


Owner of the Cornish Pasty and 
Tea Shop in Market Place, Malcolm 
Dibb said: “As a business we thought 
it would be quite a good idea. Open- 
ing up the car park might help trade 
as more people will be able to park. 

“But the market is certainly not as 
significant as it used to be. It’s dwin- 
dled and dwindled.” 

E.G. Skett & Co, which runs the 
market on behalf of the council, said: 
“Sketts Quality Events would like to 
reassure Banbury market customers 
that the repositioning will in no way 
mean a reduction in the size. 

“The market will be held on the pe- 
destrian area of Cornhill utilising 
the further pedestrian footfall areas 
which have now been made available 
and will offer the same stalls.” 

@ Young entrepreneurs from schools 
and colleges are setting up shop at 
Banbury Market this weekend.

Surprise discovery during 
work at codebreakers’ HQ

SECOND World War docu- 
ments named after an Oxford- 
shire town have been discov- 
ered for the first time during 
renovations at the former 
wartime code-breaking HQ, 
Bletchley Park. 

Banbury sheets, so called be- 
cause the stationery was printed 
in the town, were developed by 


mathematician Alan Turing in 
1940 to help break Nazi messages. 

Codebreakers would punch holes 
in the papers to represent differ- 
ent cipher messages and place the 
sheets on top of each other on a 
light box. 

If two holes aligned and light 
shone through then the code- 
breakers could work out the differ- 
ent rotor settings in the Enigma 
machine, a German device that 
encoded messages. 

Curator Gillian Mason said: 
“These are the actual documents 
used by codebreakers, and in 
terms of the codebreaking process 
they are pivotal. 

“TI can just see these people bea- 


vering away. There is a lot of pen- 
cil and crayon activity.” 

The sheets should have all been 
destroyed under wartime secu- 
rity rules, but Mr Turing and his 
colleagues seem to have used the 
spare sheets to help insulate Hut 6 
at the Buckinghamshire wartime 
codebreaking centre. 

During the war, Hut 6 had poor 
heating and no toilets or insula- 
tion. 

Discovered in September 2013 
as part of an £8m refurbishment, 
these are the only surviving Ban- 
bury sheets. They were frozen to 
prevent further decay, before be- 
ing cleaned and repaired. 

They will go on display at Bletch- 


ley Park next month. 

Chief executive of the Bletch- 
ley Park Trust Iain Standen said: 
“Discovering these pieces of code- 
breaking ephemera is incredibly 
exciting and provides yet more 
insight into how the codebreakers 
worked. The fact that these papers 
were used to block draughty holes 
in the primitive hut walls reminds 
us of the rudimentary conditions 
under which these extraordinary 
people were working.” 

Mr Turing and his work has re- 
cently been depicted in the Oscar- 
nominated film The Imitation 
Game, starring Benedict Cum- 
berbatch as the famous war-time 
codebreaker.

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Council has chaos cure 


Police close junction after 
accident and light failure 
triggers M-way tailbacks

MORE powers over roads 
should be devolved to councils 
so that traffic problems can 
be dealt with more quickly, a 
council leader says. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Ian Hudspeth was 
commenting after an accident 
between Bicester and Ardley 
on the M40 triggered chaos last 
Friday night. 

Vehicles came to a standstill 
on the southbound side of the 
motorway and the problems 
were exacerbated by a traffic 
light fault at junction 9. 

The lights fault caused hour- 
long delays, made worse by a 
rush of travellers at the end of 
schools’ half-term. 

Mlr Hudspeth, who has called 
on the Government to give the 
county council more powers, 


says the situation could have Oxfordshire County Council leader lan Hudspeth 
been dealt with faster locally. 
The Highways Agency 
is responsible for most 
motorways and important 
trunk A-roads, while most 
other roads fall under the 
jurisdiction of local councils. 
Mr Hudspeth said: “The 
Highways Agency does a great 
job, but in this case if there 
had been local control then 


there could have been a quicker 
reaction. 

“It comes down again to the 
arguments for devolving more 
powers to local authorities.” 

Engineers were sent to fix the 
traffic light problem. 

But when the congestion failed 
to ease, police officers switched 
the lights off and temporarily 


ran the junction as a roundabout 
to clear the blockage. 

A spokesman for the Highways 
Agency said he was unable to 
comment on last Friday’s issues, 
or how long it took to get police 
officers in place to solve the 
problem. 

But queues were reported to 
have stretched down the A34

from its junction with the M40 
all the way south to Abingdon. 

Later in the day the Highways 
Agency apologised to drivers. 

“We are continuing to work 
with our suppliers and our 
partners at Oxfordshire County 
Council to ensure similar 
problems do not happen again,” 
said the spokesman.

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Derelict building set 
to become rail depot 


Planning committee approved plans to restore abandoned train centre, creating up to 35 jobs for people in the area

A TRAIN depot in Banbury 
that has been abandoned since 
the 1960s will be brought back 
into use, creating 35 local jobs. 

Last Thursday, members of Cher- 
well District Council’s planning 
committee approved an applica- 
tion by Network Rail and Chiltern 
Railways for the construction of a 
light maintenance depot. 

The site, located on land north of 
the River Cherwell and south west 
of Spital Farm Sewage at Bank- 
side, was first used as a locomotive 
depot between 1908 and 1966. 

Following its closure in 1967, 
structures on the site were de- 


molished, leaving concrete slabs, 
platforms and remains of steel 
columns above ground level. It has 
been derelict ever since. 

At Thursday’s meeting, Chiltern 
Railways director Graham Cross 
said: “As the number of passen- 
gers travelling by train continues 
to grow, we have been acquiring ex- 
tra trains and will go on to acquire 
even more. 

“Those extra trains need a depot 
in which to be serviced and main- 
tained so that they are cleaned, 
fuelled, washed and ready to go. 

“We have reached the point now 
where our existing depots at Ayles- 
bury and Wembley are at maxi- 
mum capacity and we need to in- 
vest in an additional depot.” 


The new development will in- 
clude a main building in the centre 
of the site with two tracks used for 
light maintenance and refuelling 
operations. 

Four sidings will be located on 
the northern site boundary for the 
“stabling” of trains overnight, as 
well as additional cleaning. 

Next to the sidings will be a Net- 
work Rail tamper siding for track 
engineering vehicles. 

Overall, the depot will have ca- 
pacity for 58 rail vehicles. 

Staff accommodation, adminis- 
tration and welfare facilities will 
be located next to the main build- 
ing. 

The new depot will create about 
35 jobs for local people. 


At the meeting, Colin Clarke 
said: “It seems to me that the ap- 
plication in front of us is ideal to 
improve the railway service here 
in Banbury.” 

He later added that he was “very 
pleased” with the approval. 

At present some trains are forced 
to park in sidings nearby. Residents 
had previously complained about 
noise created by drivers starting 
their engines up 30 to 40 minutes 
before going into the station. 

Work is set to begin this sum- 


Work on 24/7 
to clear landslip 
and reopen line 


ENGINEERS have been working round 
the clock to clear earth at the site of a 
landslip that has halted rail travel 
between Banbury and Leamington Spa. 

Network Rail this week confirmed 
200,000 tonnes of earth had been moved 
from the site at Harbury Tunnel, and it 
hoped to reopen the line by Easter. 

Some 350,000 tonnes of earth moved 
during the landslip on January 31. A 
spokesman said work was continuing 
24 hours a day on the site. 

Chief executive Mark Carne said: 
“The line provides a vital link for more 
than 130 passenger and freight trains 
every day and our engineers are 
working tirelessly to make the landslip 
safe and make it possible to reopen the 
line within the next six weeks.” 

He added that permanent solutions 
were being examined for the cutting, 
which has been unstable since it was 
built by Isambard Kingdom Brunel in 
the 1840s. 

A smaller landslip occurred on 
February 14 last year. 

Rob Brighouse, managing director of 
Chiltern Railways, said: “We are fully 
supportive of the approach and it is 
absolutely right the line should only be 
reopened when it is safe to do so.” 

The route links Birmingham to 
London Marylebone, and Birmingham 
with the south coast. More than 50 
freight trains and 19,000 people on 150 
passenger trains use the line every day. 

Andy Cooper, managing director of 
CrossCountry, said: “It’s good news that 
Network Rail will have the line 
reopened for the Easter holiday period. 

“This disruption has already affected 
many thousands of our customers who 
travel along this line every day and, 
despite providing a fast connecting road 
service, this has not been the quality 
service they were expecting.” 

Rail replacement buses have operated 
between Banbury and Leamington Spa 
since the landslip occurred, and will do 
until the line reopens. Fares have been 
halved, but journeys typically are 
taking 45 minuters longer than usual. 

Chiltern Railways continues to offer a 
‘Banbury fare match’, meaning 
passengers travelling from any West 
Midlands stations to London pay the 
Banbury fare to London. But there is no 
discount on fares to Birmingham. 

And while tickets bought before the 
landslip are accepted on Virgin trains, 
tickets bought after January 31 are not.

Carer left outraged over 
plans to cut care budget 


Council plans to make cuts 
of nearly £10m to adult and 
learning disability services

THE budget for adult social 
care will be cut by £9.8 million 
under county council plans 
that will see £6.1 million of 
cuts to learning disability 
services. 

It means the total cut to adult 
social care by 2017/18 will be 
about £11 million. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
has 16 support centres in 
Oxfordshire that offer support 
to people with learning 
disabilities and funds teams 
that work with people to help 
them live independently. 

Local Mencap branch 
chairman John Hutchinson 
said he was “outraged” by 
the cuts. Mr Hutchinson’s son 
Darryl suffers from severe 
learning difficulties and is 
looked after by his parents at 
their home in Abingdon. 

The 77-year-old said: “The 
council said that it only affects 
two per cent of people in 
Oxfordshire so it thinks it can 


cut the budget and it won’t 
matter. Iam outraged by it. 

“It is elderly carers who will 
suffer. The day centre will 
struggle to continue and the 
respite care will be reduced, if 
there’s any offered at all. 

“People who are elderly, 
like me, who are still caring 
for sons and daughters with 
learning difficulties will have 
no quality of life left. 

“Elderly carers’ lives won’t be 
worth living if they do this.” 

The county council has 
asked people for their views 
on its Big Plan, a proposed 
future strategy for people with 
learning disabilities. 

The Big Plan would see 
everyone with a learning 
disability reassessed and given 
an individual allowance based 
on their needs. 

A further £3.7 million will 
be cut from other parts of the 
adult social care budget, with 
£2 million worth of savings 
still to be decided on by council 
bosses. 

The county council also aims 
to save £666,000 by reducing 
the use of agency staff. 

County council spokesman 
Paul Smith said: “We are 
having to make savings across 
all of our services, as are all 
other councils.”

BLACKHAT 
(15, 183 mins) 


FOLLOWING the attack on the 
computer systems of Sony Pic- 
tures in November 2014 and subse- 
quent leak of emails, the insidious 
threat posed by cybercriminals is 
fresh in everyone’s mind. 

Director Michael Mann’s polished 
yet soulless action thriller is perfectly 
timed to tap into this mood of pixel- 
lated paranoia, convening a global 
task force to unmask a madman who 
wreaks havoc from his computer key- 
board. 

Aided by digital trickery, Mann visu- 
alises the attack as a quick zoom into 
a computer monitor, careening along 
wires and circuitry as the flickering 
white pixels of incoming malware pol- 
lutes a sea of good coding. 

The sequence is so neat and effective, 
the four times Oscar-nominated film- 
maker uses it twice. 

While the film’s hardware - direction, 
cinematography, action sequences — is 
robust, the software — characterisa- 
tion, interpersonal relationships, dia- 
logue — desperately needs an upgrade. 

The central romance between Thor 
hunk Chris Hemsworth and pretty 
Chinese actress Tang Wei is for dra- 
matic necessity because she’s the only 
woman in the film, in fact the whole of 
Asia, who wouldn’t pass for his mother. 

An elusive mastermind (Yorick van 
Wageningen) causes an explosion at a 
Hong Kong nuclear plant and tampers 
with the price of soy on Chicago’s Mer- 
cantile Trade Exchange using a Re- 
mote Access Tool (RAT), which gains 
access to computer systems and allows 
his malware to run amok. 

Chinese military officer Captain 
Chen Dawai (Leehom Wang) joins forc- 
es with his sister Lien (Wei), a gifted 
network engineer, to unmask the cul- 
prit. 

It transpires that part of the RAT’s 
coding was written years ago by Dawai 
and his university roommate Nicholas 
Hathaway (Hemsworth), who is behind 
prison bars for computer crime.

The Chinese align with FBI Special 
Agent Carol Barrett (Viola Davis) and 
she promises Hathaway a commuted 
sentence if he apprehends the hacker. 

The subsequent hunt takes Nicholas, 
Chen, Lien, Barrett and FBI colleague 
Mark Jessup (Holt McCallany) around 
the world, following a trail of clues that 
could lead them into the gun sights of 
the hacker’s sadistic associate, assas- 
sin Elias Kassar (Ritchie Coster). 

Taking its title from a hacker who 
invades systems for personal gain, 
Blackhat struggles to compute . 

Hemsworth appears to have strutted 
straight off the set of The Avengers, 
sporting a ridiculously perfect phy- 
sique for someone who is now con- 
signed to a prison cell and denied ex- 
cellent nutrition and access to a gym. 

Wei is a non-descript love interest 
while Davis has only one decent scene 
of feisty banter to justify her heavy- 
weight casting. 

Mann’s camera is fixated on the 
twinkling lights of city locations that 
provide a pristine backdrop to co-oper- 
ation between Chinese and American 
governments.
